The organization of the next Board’ of 
Aldermen is, for several reasons, a matter 
of gravé public concern, A working ‘ma- 
jority of the board can only be obtained by 
a coalition between two of. the three 
partjés represented in. it. Union _be- 
tween the two Democratic factions is 
improbable, unless, indeed, inducements 
should be* -offered sufficient to draw 
into the Anti-Tammany ranks five of the 
nine Kelly Aldermen. For the present, the 
Republicans appear to have the power ‘to 
determine the policy of the board, by choos- 
ing between a continuance of the Kelly al- 
Tiance and an .arrangement by which 
the Republican and Anti-Tammany mem- 
bers should act together. for the fur- 
therance of as near an. approach © to 
good government as it enters into the Al- 
dermanic mind to conceive. The perpetua- 
tion of the Kelly alliance means simply a 
continuanée of the deadlock between Mayor 
and Aldermen; under which all. the 
nominations, ‘of the former will be 
rejected, and all. the wishes. of the 
latter in respect to appointments disre- 
garded. It means, further, the election of a 
tool of Krettiy as Chairman of the board and 
member of the Board of Apportionment. 
In the latter body, Kenny would then cast 
three, instead of at present two, votes out 
of the four in the board.

A NEGLECTED OPPORTUNITY. 

Among the questions of vital importance 
‘which the nomination of Mr. Conneit made 
it impossible to disonss in the canvass 
which has just closed, ‘was that of civil‘ 
service reform. We do not intend to rep- 
resent this question as a ‘‘ barning” one, 
according to the ordinary standard by which 
the importance of questions is measured. 
There was.no agitation regarding it ; there 
was no organized party urging it upon pub- 


‘lic ‘attention; there were many other things 


which demanded, and perhaps deserved, 
more immediate discussion. , But the reform 
Was, nevertheless, a matter of general con- 
cern and of practical: moment, and it might 
have been introduced in the campaign in a 
way which would have strengthened the 
party and also helped the cause of-reform. 
It is certainly an issue. on which no sane

We do: not say that it was 
not. the’ duty of. the Administration to. so 
cast its influence; but it would have been 
more manly to have given expression to 
the sacrifices which it felt itaplf called npon 
to make, -Why should not Mr. SHERMAN 
have said, frankly: ‘‘ Mr. CoRNELL is your 
candidate, and it is better to elect him than 
to permit the State to be carried by the 
Democrats. Bat, in giving this advice, I do 
not forget that he was removed from your 
Custom-house for his hostility to reform, and 
I refuse to accept him as a proper representa- 
tive of the position of the Republican Party 
on that question.

THE STRUGGLE IN VIRGINIA. 

The victory of the Readjusters in Virginia 
affects prejudicially the eredit of the State 
rather than the immediate interests.of the 
bondholders. The operation of what is 
known asthe McCulloch bill was fortunately 
not contingent on electoral ratification, and 
the funding will go on irrespective of the 
result of Tuesday's voting. Admitting that 
the Readjusters have acquired controlof the 
Legislature, and that all the means at their 
command will be used to abrogate the law 
and to force upon the creditors a settlement 
equivalent to a second repudiation of part 
of the debt, it is certain that they will be 
unable now to consummate their. purpose. 
With a firm and. honest Governor against 
them, they will be practically. powerless, so 
far as the repeal of the funding arrange- 
ment is concerned. _ 


And yet it would be unwie to assume 
that the lack of a two-thirds majority to 
overcome the Governor’s veto will leave the 
Readjusters incapable of positive mischief. 
Occasions will arise when a majority of un- 
principled men, led by. demagogues as 
reckless as they are dishonest, will be 
enabled to make .their influence felt in 
the transaction of necessary business. 
Little adroitness is required for the work 
of obstruction and injury, and. the man- 
ner in which the Readjusters have con- 
ducted their canvass is proof that they are 
fully equal to the task. At any rate, the 
strength they have displayed is quite suffi- 
cient to disturb the confidence of the bond- 
holders. No equitable settlement of the 
debt can be considered ‘absolutely final so 
long as'8 majority of the voters are known 
to be on the side of dishonesty. A. move- 
ment that has acquired the mastery in the 
Legislature is not unlikely to’ be powerful | 
when ‘the time comes for electing a Gov-

the attainment of their own ends. Similar 
difficulties will tbe developed at the South 
when worthless whites pander to the pas- 
sions and prejudices of an uneducated peo- 
ple. The knowledge that’a force of this 
character is available will not be without 
effect upon the Democratic leaders when’ 
they find their authority challenged by the 
growing spirit of independence in the ranks 
of their party. The contingency has an 
obvious bearing upon the solution of so much 
of the Southern problem as relates, to the 
colored vote, Such a solution points to other 
difficulties, non-partisan, but pregnant with 
evil, as in Virginia. 
PR an a 
FOOLING WITH TURKEY. 

The farce that has been performing at 
Constantinople for a year and more past 
seems to be nearly played ‘out. The man- 
agers of the show will have to devise some- 
thing new, or there will soon be a grand col- 
lapse and a transformation scene, in which 
the sick man will be gently spirited away, to 
slow musi¢. Sir A, H. Layarp, who seems 
to have no sense of humor, is insisting on 
the ‘‘ reforms” being carried out with a grim 
earnestness which indicates that: he had all 
along been expecting something of 
the kind; and ‘is quite . disappointed 
that nothing is done. Probably, » the 
European powers will go on. confiding 
in the good sfaith of the Grand Turk, who 
has no more idea of honor than of honesty, 
until he gots them so by the ears that they 
will have to fightamong themselves over the 
poorremnants of his bankrupt estate. Every 
event that has happened in what are by 
courtesy. ealled ‘‘ official circles” at the 
Turkish capital in the last twelvemonth has 
shown that the Sultan had no real purpose 
of fulfilling his Berlin promises, to which 
not his will, but his poverty and: helpless- 
ness consented. «Each change in his Min- 
istry has carried him farther away from any 
appearance of such a purpose. He has evi- 





dently acted under three main influences— 


a desire to maintain his personal control at 
Stamboul, a fear of bringing upon himself 
European pressure, and the need of money 
felt by a debt-crushed spendthrift clinging 
desperately to what seems to be the end of 
his rope. 

When he called Svlarenpotk Pasha to 
the head. of his Cabinet, it was a conces- 
sion to the expectations of Europe... The 
energetic Tunisian was a belieyer in re- 
forms, and had the ability and the will to 
carry them out. With him was KaRaTHEo- 
DORI, who was the instrument of Turkey in 
the signature of the Berlin treaty, a Greek 
and a.
